Even old Merlin of crystal ball 
fame couldn’t predict how build­ 
ing statistics would slide up and

BUT IN MAY Arlington Build­ 
ing Commissioner Fred Hammer 
Jr. issued only 40 home permits 
valued at $803,000. Two stores. 17 
garages and the $80,000 fire sta­ 
tion for the northside pushed the 
total up to $952,354. for the month.

$1,644,848. There were 72 homes 
begun that month, 32 more than 
in May of this year.

A breakdown of 1955 taxes paid by Arlington Heights taxpayers 
shows that slightly more than two thirds (69 per cent) of taxes goes 
to support elementary and high schools. 
Next largest amount is for village government, which absorbs 
14.8 cents of each dollar. Tax payments to Cook county will eat up 
7.07 per cent of the tax dollar, with 5 per cent more being divided 
up among the forest preserve, tuberculosis sanitarium and the road 
and bridge department. 
The village park district will take 4.1 
per cent, for which taxpayers will get a new 26-acre South park by 
next summer.

THE PERIODICAL cicada is 
often called the 17-year locust. 
During the next 5 or 6 weeks 
Jiese insects will bt present in

numbers on 
trees and 
shrubs 
in 
woodlands, 
orchards 
and even ornamental plantings 
around private homes. 
The 
damage they 
cause 
to 
plants 
results from their egg- 
laying activities rather than from 
feeding. 
The female cuts deep, 
splintery slits in small twigs and 
branches, and deposits her eggs 
in these cuts. 
Often the leaves 
wither and the branch dies 
be­ 
yond the slit bark and splintered 
wood. 
Young, recently planted trees, 
especially fruit varieties, may be 
injured severely. 
Mature trees 
seldom, if ever, suffer permanent 
harm although in areas of heavy 
infestation almost every branch 
tip may be killed. 


IN COMMENTING on the sit­ 
uation in the forest preserve dis­ 
trict, Daniel Ryan, president of 
the board of forest preserve com­ 
missioners said, “Temporary dam­ 
age undoubtedly will be wide­ 
spread this year, as it was in 
1939 when the last infestation oc­ 
curred in this area. 
The trees 
recovered from that attack; it is 
expected that they will survive 
this infestation equally well/’ 
No satisfactory method of con­ 
trolling cicadas is known. 
In the U.S.D.A. leaflet No. 340 
“The Periodical Cicada,” it is 
stated that the insecticide TEPP 
is effective if brought into di­ 
rect contact with the insect. 
It is not effective after the 
spray has dried; hence, repeated 
applications 
are 
necessary 
to 
check the infestation. 
Moreover, 
this material is poisonous. 
U.S.D.A. scientists warn that 
serious illness or even death may 
result if it is swallowed, inhaled 
or absorbed through the skin. 
Ryan said this material would 
not be used in the forest pre­ 
serve district.

The revenue 
department will send a man a 
notice explaining that they wish 
to visit him — at four o’clock in 
the morning. 
In this tiny kingdom, a 
land 
where police ride around on bi­ 
cycles, four a.m. is an hour when 
Danes are usually hidden under 
the bed c o v e r s and perhaps 
dreaming OI H. C. Andersen and 
Danny Kaye. *

THE HEAVY FIST of a police­ 
man knocking at the door, how­ 
ever, disturbs all this. The citizen 
must get dressed and enter a bus­ 
load of other 
such 
delinquents 
which carries him to the station. 
Here he waits until eight or nine 
o’clock in the morning when it is 
time to go to work. 
This irritation will take place 
regularly until the citizen has paid 
his taxes, or at least settled part 
of the debt.

OBVIOUS ANSWER to evading 
this visit — that of not being home 
when the police call — is not 
generally resorted to by citizens. 
It isn’t against the law to be out 
of the house when a policeman 
comes, but it “doesn’t look well” 
to law-abiding Danes. If the fel­ 
low evades these visits, then he is 
labeled a rascal and a nightly call 
is made until he is caught. 
Denmark does not use thewith- 
holding-tax system as practiced in 
the U.S., but bills people at the 
end of each year.

The earnings and taxes of every

D e n m a r k 
are 
published in lists for the general 
public to see each vear. Whether 
or not a person has actually paid 
his tax, however, is not made pub­ 
lic. Having bags under one’s eyes 
doesn’t necessarily give the secret 
away either. To be an “active” 
citizen with the right to vote, one 
must pay at least six cents in 
taxes per year.

Don’t Pay ‘Fly’ 


Tax Is Advice 


Of College Prof 


A “fly tax” may cut about 15 
per cent off your milk check this 
summer. 
But you don’t have to pay this 
tax,” says H. B. Petty, ento­ 
mologist with the University of 
Illinois and the Natural History 
Survey. 


HERE IS HOW you can get out 
of it: 
1. Keep bams and barnyards 
free of wet straw and decaying 
organic matter. 
2. Spread manure twice a week. 
3. Use a residual spray of me- 
thoxychlor, lindane

on the outside of buildings, fences, 
branches. 
4. Spray your animals 
w i t h 
pyrethrin or methoxychlor 
for 
temporary control. 
PETTY points out that stable 
and horn flies

this “fly tax.” They differ from 
the house flies that gather in 
bams during the summer. House 
flies only irritate a cow and make 
sanitation difficult, but stable and 
horn flies pierce the cow’s hide 
and suck her blood.

Illinois Farmers Report 
Frost Damage To Crops 


FROST THIS LATE in the sea­ 
son is rare, and most farmers

Farmers in the central and northern sections of Illinois 
report frost damage to their alfalfa, red clover and sweet 
clover. 
The advice of plant pathologists at the University of 
Illinois college of agriculture is: “Don't get excited and 
don't plow it under.''

damaged.

Farmland Over Assessed In 
Comparison To Urban Land 


Farmlands are overassessed compared with urban real 
estate. 
In 1953, 78 counties in Illinois were giving the farmer 
the axe on his farm assessment. In these 78 counties, ratios 
of rural to urban assessments ran as high as 211. This 
means that in some counties the farmer had his farmlands 
assessed twice as high as the 
lots and homes of his city 
friends. 
In only 23 counties in the 
state was urban real estate 
assessed at the same ratio as 
farmlands, or higher. And in no 
county was the difference greater 
than 35 per cent.

MUCOSAL disease 
in 
Illinois

from the nose and eyes, sores 
about the nose and mouth and pos­ 
sible lameness. 
An 
especially 
noticeable 
symptom 
is 
profuse 
diarrhea, the droppings later 'be­ 
coming stained with blood. 
Cause of mucosal disease is not 
fully known, but a vims is sus­ 
pected. The disease is very sim­ 
ilar to vims diarrheas found in 
New York and Indiana, and symp­ 
toms are similar to those of rin­ 
derpest. If you notice unexplained 
scouring in your herd, call a vet­ 
erinarian to get an accurate diag­ 
nosis of the cause. 
Sumptoms of muccosal disease 
last seven to IO days and are 
usually followed by death. Ordin­ 
arily only one to three animals 
in a herd are infected, but oc­ 
casionally death losses may mn 
as high as 50 per cent of a herd.
